‘Race Horse Against Cart Horse,’Says 
Eugene Corri of Carpentier Victory |

HOLBORN STADIUM, LON- 
DON, Dec. 5.—A race horse 
against a cart horse; a rat against 
a weasel. That tells the tale of 
the Becket-Carpentier fight here 
last night. feckett did not get In 
a punch. Cagspentier leaped upon 
him like lightning and landed a 
powerful blow to the chin In the 
first 10 seconds. 

Beckett has been overrated all 
along. As I predicted, Carpentier 
won because he has his old-time 
form back. There is no compari- 
son between therm. Reckett had 
absolutely no defense. 

The knockout blow was really a 
series of two lefts In swift succes- 
sion to the chin. Then Carpentier 
feinted and deliberately issed 
another left. Then he shota right 
like an arrow tothe chin. Beckett 
collapsed and rolled over on his 
like a log. He never even 
turned over. 

Wonderful Accuracy. 

Carpentier’s accuracy was won- 
derful. Every blow was perfectly 
timed and aimed and went home 
straight as a die#®” Carpentier’s 
first blow shook Beckett. It was 
2 wonderful blow. Carpentier 
teaped off his feet to smash his 
to the chin. Beckett then 
stalled and clinched. Within a 
few seconds Carpentier repeated 
to exactly the same spot. Beckett 
was blinking and dazed. 

In all only six to eight blows 
were struck in the fight. Becke 
hardly laid a glove on Carpentier 
except a couple of feeble punches 
in the ribs. Beckett never had a 
chance. He took it like a punch-

It waa one of the strangest fights 

I have seen in my 35 years cs a 
sport follower and referee. As I 
said two days ago, I thought Car- 
pentier would win because it was 
a case of brains against brawn, 
and against Beckett's brawn Car- 
pentier had the brains and speed 
of a panther. 

Now Europe has a worthy con- 
tender for Dempsey. The most 
impressive thing bout the fight 
was the absolute accuracy of 
every blow Carpentier started. I 
do not think there was an inch 
difference in the landing place 
of every one of the blows Car- 
pentier sent to the chin. 

Carpentier Uses Old Trick. 

The last blow was an old Car- 
pentier trick, to deliberately miss 
a left and then Whips«in a tre- 
mendous right across to the same 
spot at which he almed ‘with the 
feint. That is what fixed poor 
old Joe. 

I have refereed fights tn which 
Carpentier was a, principal sev- 
eral times and I have never seen 
him more accurate and speedy 
than he was tast night. There is 
little to say for Beckett. He was 
outclassed from the first second. 
From the second Carpentier 
jumped at him and landed the 
first blow. Beckett hardly knew 

“what happened. Carpentier 
seemed to sense that he had no 
defense and apparently deter- 
mined-to end {t quickly. That fs 
whv he used his old-time trick 
irmmediately. 

The fight experts were nearly 
as dazed as Beckett at the brevi- 
ty of the fight. It constitutes a 
record for a fight of the caliber.

Fries are contradictory, and that the Ger-

.atroducing the use of poisonous gascs in 


warfare. 

The use of gas against the British at 
Ypres in 1915 was one of the many in- 
stances of German savagery, in that it 
was a violation of the Rules of Land 
Warfare adopted by civilized nations. 
Poisonous gas was used against troops 
absolutely unprotected against it and who 
had every reason to believe that it would 
not be used. Col. Fries states that gas 
warfare is humane against an enemy that 
is protected by suitable equipment. He 
does not say that was humane at Ypres 
in 1915, where thousands of English and 
Canadian troops were poisoned like rats 
im a trap and die@ a horrible death. The 
allies’ unpreparedness against gas war- 
fare was not an evidence of industrial 
backwardness. It is evidence that they 
expected to follow methods of war in ac- 
eordance with the Rules of Land War- 
fare subscribed to by civilized nations. 
Germany kniw that she deserved all the 
ériticism she received for introducing gas 
warfare, and falsely accused the English 
of first using gas. 

The apparent contradiction in the 
statements of Col. Fries is easily ex- 
plained. As compared with other forms 
of attack, gas is comparatively harmless 
against troops properly equipped and 
trained, because a smaller percentage of 
gas casualties are fatal. It is effective 
because it fille the hospitals with gas 
casualties that require usually at least a 
month's treatment. It is also effective 
because certain forms of gas attack can 
be maintained until the enemy will be 
forced to abandon temporarily the posi- 
tion that is being gassed. For these rea- 
eons gas warfare is humane, because it 
aids an army to defeat its enemy with a 
smaller destruction of human life. I wish 
also to add the consoling information 
that captured German documents show 
that the German army got the worst end 
of the gas warfare and probably regrets 

tarted it.

Of course if the percentage of profit is 
based on the selling price, to blind the 
public, it is only 32.5 per cent, but that is 
not the proper place.
